General Cox Authorized 
To Draw Up Plans To 
Present for War Depart- 
ment Approval. 


Authorization for an additional regi- 
ment of state militia for Georgia, 
with headquarters at Atlanta, was 
granted Thursday by the war depart- 
ment, according to word just received 
by The Constitution from Washing- 
ton. 

A delegation from Georgia composed 
of Adjutant General Charles H. Cox, 
of the Georgia national guard; Mayor 
Walter Sims,° of Atlanta; B. S. 
Barker, secretary of the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce; Senators Wil- 
liam J. Harris and Walter George, 
and Congressmen Williain D. Upshaw 
and W. C. Wright, was instrumental 
in having the regiment allocated to 
this city. 

Cox Will Draw Plans. 

The authorization was granted to 
General Cox, and he has been instruct- 
ed to draw up plans for the new regi- 
ment and present them to the depart- 
ment for approval. 

Under existing regulations, a mid- 
western state was forced to give up 
one regiment and several states had 
asked that it be allotted to them. 

The movement to secure the addi- 
tional unit was fostered here by a 
group of state and city officials and 
citizens interested in military affairs, 
who drew attention to the fact that 
Georgia’s military forces had been al- 
lowed to shrink following the world 
war and tvho also emphasized the im- 
portance of the new unit for pro- 
tective purposes in event of riots and 
disorders.

Washington, February 7.—The head 


of Secretary of the Navy Denby now, 


appears secure, unless President Cool- 
idge withdraws his support, or Denby 
himself voluntarily gives way before 
the pressure being brought against 
him. 

While it is very likely that the sen- 
ate will pass the resolution asking 
his resignation on Friday, indications

The strength 
whieh surged up behind the secretary 
in the bitter debate in the senate 
Thursday indicates that a two-thirds 
vote to nnseat him is practically im- 
possible, especially in view of the gen- 
eral opinion that there is no evidence 
of any criminal intention on _ the 
part of the secretary of the navy.

AS JONSON LAGS 


BY RAYMOND CLAPPER. 
Washington, February 7.—Two 
strong currents moving in opposite 
directions, bave been playing about 
the political fortunes of President 
Coolidge and the republican adminis- 
tration during the last ten days. 

One marks the drift away from 
hliram Johnson and tuward the nqm- 
ination of Coolidge. This has become 
se strong that the majority of politi- 
cal observes now concede the republic- 
zn nomination to the president on 
the first ballot. 

The second current, set up by the 
reverberating scandal rising out of 
the Teapot Dome exposures, has 
shaken the administration from top 
to bottom. It is entirely too early 
to sny whether the republican party 
can live down the episode by next No- 
vember. 

Johnson Chances Slim. 

Even the best friends of Johnson 
ure discouraged at the failure to set 
up a real opposition to Coolidgs. 
Whether the fault has been Johnson's 
or whether he has again been the 
mnlucky victim of the nine political 
fates which have frowned upon him 
in the past is not for this writer to 
say. When the Teapot Dome scandat 
vurst over an astonished country, the 
first thought was that the administra- 
ion would never he able to extricate 
itself, and that Johnson's day had 
come at last, that the fiery Califor- 
nian would leap into his old role 
and start out on the trail of the trick- 
line o} 

But the unexpected happened in- 
xtend. Coolidge moved with his usual 
caution and shrewdness and Johnson 
Cid not move at all. Coolidge has nor 
vet extricated his administration from 
the oil pool. but on the other hana, 
Tohnson has heer unable to make any 
capital out of it. 

Coolidge Rides Waves. 

Hence after the administration hae 
been inimersed two weeks in the 

g:reatest scandal of the generation, we 
find congress debating a resolution to 
demand ‘the removal of Secretary of 
the Navy Denby. We find a resolu- 
tlon ealling for the resignation of At- 
iorney General Waugherty pending. 
We find that congress, -by almost 
unanimous yote of both houses, has 
ordered the president to undo two of 
the biggest transactions which feature 
the internal affairs of the present aa- 
ninistration. 

But more amazing than all this, we 
find Coolidge riding supreme on the 
republican stream. Johnson is com- 
pelled daily to deny rumors that he is 
about to quit out of sheer discour- 
agement. He has heen unable to at- 
tract a renl national political figure 
ie his organization, except Frank 
Witcheock.who continues as bis hired 
inanager. 

We see republican organizations in! 
one state after another recording 
themselves in favor of the nomina- 
tion of Coolidge. At this moment 
Coolidge managers eount about S875 
convention votes, more than 300 ahove 
the necessary mafority. So. allowing 
fer plenty of shrinkage in these

Foreign Minister Matsue 
Deplores Anti-Jap Laws 


Tokio, February 7.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) —Viewing with. ap- 
parent anxiety the “increasing restric- 
.ions upon Japanese residents in the 
United States and the proposals now 
vefore congress for further exclusion 
of Japanese,” Foreign Minister K. 
Matsui in an exclusive statement to 
‘the Associated Press today appealed 
to the United States to heed Ja- 
pan’s cherished desire “to be treated 
cn the same footing with other in- 
dependent nations.” 

Defending Japan's attitude toward 
the question as “conciliatory and well 
meaning,” the statement expressed 
readiness to discuss anew the prob 
iem of restrictions and exclusion. 

Disturbed by Proposals. 

The foreign minister's statement 
follows: 

“Naturally Japanese are disturbed 
cver the increasing restrictions upon 
Sapanese residents. by the United 
Stutes and the proposals now before 
congress for exclusion of Japanese. 
The discriminatory and seemingly re- 
lentless opposition of some Americans 
to the presence of comparatively few 
of our people is difficult for us to 
understand and hard to reconcile eith- 
er with our own sense of proper diz- 
nity or with the appreciation. of fine 
principles, for which Americans gen- 
erally stand, ? 

“Being particularly anxious for 
American good..w%i!l we have gone far 
in many matters to meet the Ameri- 
can viewpoint. Sentiment apart, we 
fully realize that an accord and. un- 
derstanding with the United States 
would be of inealenlable value to Ja- 
pan. Our continued development and 
security’ to a large measure depend 
tnon the maintenance of good rela- 
‘ions with America as well as with 
other nations. This is not merely a 
temporary need, but, as far as possi- 
hle to see, Japan’s need far in the 
future. We live by our overseas trade, 
in which the United States is our 


createst customer and our chief source 
of supplies. 

“In the wisdom of a policy of close 
understanding and cooperation § all 
Japan concurs. Notably good develop- 
ments have been achieved between 
Japan and America in recent years. 
Sapan was overwhelmingly gratified 
and moreover touched deeply and en- 
cduringly by the sympathy and exten- 
sive generosity your people @lisplayed 
in the earthquake disaster. We have 
only this regrettable issue between. u§, 
in which we have never been arbi- 
trary and we do not now intend any 
unreasonable demand, seeking only to 
ebtain fair treatment and considera- 
tion for a group of our people resid- 
ing in America. This is no more than 
nny self-respecting nation would do, 

Emigration Question Settled. 

“The question of emigration from 
Japan to the United States has been 
definitely decided. For many years, 
knowing that our people were not 
wanted as immigrants, no passports 
were issued except to immediate rela- 
tives of Japanese who long had been 
residents of the United States, believ- 
ing this to be mere humane considera- 
‘ion for the family rights of the men, 

“Tf this is deemed unsatisfactory, 
we are ready to discuss the matter 
unew, of restrictions or exclusion, 
which should be arranged by mutual 
consideration and consent in agree- 
ment as is customary, instead of 
through a needlessly arbitrary ex- 
parte action. , 

“Japan's foreign policies are obvi- 
cus and well known to any who will 
observe them. Our intentions in this 
special case afte so conciliatory and 
well meaning that we could only deem 
it an unnecessary lack of considera 
tion if no heed is paid to our desire 
‘o be treated on the same footing 
with other independent nations who 
likewise are playing important and 
valuable parts in the-~ welfare anda 
progress of mankind and the mainte-

Tut’s Sandstone Coffin 


and Dignified 


Luxor, Egypt. February 7.—(By 
the Associated, Press.) — After the 
series of dazzling golden shrines en- 
closing it, richly inscribed with large 


figures of the king and goddess and 
innumerable bands of hieraglyphics, 
Tutankhamen’s great sandstone coffin 
which the correspondent inspected at 
a special visit this morning, is a re- 
markably plain and dignified affair. 
Its slightly rough surface of a pe- 
culiar reddish hue produces at first 
glimpse the impression of terra cotta. 
It is safe to say it is quite unlike 
any sarcophagus previously discover- 
ed, in that 1t bears no figures save 
those of the tour protective goddesses. 
It is particularly noticeable that the 
customary representations of Anubis, 
the jackal-headed god of death, and 
the four children of Hloru guarding 
the symbolic canopic jars,are absent. 
One would hesitate to pronounce it 
more beautiful than the famous sar-

They are naked, crowned with a scor- 
pion and wearing the customary wig 
of the period with one end falling 
just below the shoulder. 

Their faces, sensually depicted, with | 
wide open serene eyes, delicately chis- | 
ellei noses with expanded nostrils 
and full curving lips, are turned to- 
ward the western end of the sepul- 
chral chamber, where facing east the 
head of the dead king may be supposed 
to lie from the fact that at this end 
of the sarcophagus are the so-called 
“eves of Horus,” enabling the dead 
monareb to look forth in the under- 
world. 7} #. 

The figures of the goddesses with | 
their voluptuous eurves are a re- 
minder of the naturalistic art that 
in the heydey of Akhenaton, the her- 
etic king who was Tutankhamen’s 
rredecessor and father-in-law, blazed 
up briefly at Tel-El-Amarna, and died. 

Above the elbow and wrist and 
ankle they wear bracelets painted yel- 
low to represent gold and striped with 
green to denote precious stones. About 
their necks are deep pectorals inlaid 
with bright colors and exactly re-

There appears to be traces of ce- 
ment filling in the joints between the 
inner edge of the eornice and the lid 
of the coffin. At a rough comput: 
tion the sarcophagus is about ten fe: 
long by five feet nine inches high to 
the top of the cornice and four feet 
nine inches broad. 
Resting on the ground before the 
south face of the coffin is a wooden 
representation of the “sign of sta- 
bility,” the so-called backbone of 
Osiris. and one of the best known 
amulets of the ancient Egyptians. It 
stands about eighteen inches high anid 
is painted in alternate bands of yel- 
low, green and purple.
